Most importantly, | want 
to emphasize that part of that is to in 
sure that any activity in which you are 
involved, which is official university 
business, has the right to progress 
without interference.” stated Tim 
Comstock 

The memo, dated February 17. was 
in reference to student discipline and 
the role Comstock now plays in it 

“This is prompted partly by several

New concrete developed 


A California State University, Sac 
ramento professor has developed a 
superior concrete that is stronger, 
easier to handle and frequently 
cheaper than ordinary concrete 

The material developed by Dr 
Lester Gabnel of the CSUS Civil 
Engineering faculty has recently been 
used in solar collector units tested on 
the CSUS campus with excellent 
results 

In contrast to the conventional 
“wet mix.” where a mixture of water 
sand and cement is cast into forms to 
gradually harden, Gabriel's concrete is 
cast into forms in a dry state The dry 
mixture of cement and sand is com- 
pacted by vibration, tamping, rolling 
or other techniques and water is subse-

GI benefits extended 


Many of the 3000 veterans atten- 
ding CSUS may be eligible for a new 
mine - month extension of Gl 
educational! benefits, according to the 
Veterans Administration 

“Public Law 92540, which became 
effective Oct. 1, 1976, extends the 
maximum entitlement for most 
veterans from 36 months to 45 mon- 
ths,” said Brian Albright, veteran 
representative at CSUS's Veteran Af- 
fairs Office 

This increase in benefits may 
provide a veteran with additional 
benefits totaling as much as $4,500 
Benefits may be used for any type of 
training 

To qualify for a full 45 months of 
benefits, a veteran must have served 18 
or more months of coniinuous active 





duty. If the period of service was not 
continuous, the veteran is entitled to 
1' 2? months of benefits for each 
month of service, Albright said 
Just as with the original en- 
litlement, veterans must use these new 
benefits within 10 years of discharge 
from the service, Albright said 
For veterans who have already 
used the full 36 months of eligibility, 
the nine - month extension is ret- 
roactive only to Oct. |, 1976, Albright 
said. Benefits will pay for school atten- 
dance after that date 
Extension is automatic. Albright 
encourages anyone who does not fee! 
he has received the correct amount of

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Facing extinction 
Greenpeace battles seal hunters

If you've ever seen pictures of baby 
Harp seals you know that they look 
like big, soft toys you'd love to pick up 
and hug They are covered in lush 
white fur that makes their brown eyes 
shine like dark mirrors. They're fat 
and helpless on the ice so they cry out 
when their mothers slip away to eat or 
swim, and even though each seal has 
only one pup he is a demanding res- 
ponsibility 

It vou've ever seen one of these 
babies trying to get away from a man 
with a club you'll remember the sight 
for a long time. The pup cries for his 
mother who watches in terrified hor- 
ror as the man clubs her screaming 
baby’s head until its skull collapses 
She sees him slit the fat little belly 
open and remove the soft white fur she 
had cuddled only hours before. She 
goes to her pup when the man has left 
it and tries to comfort what is left of 
the bloody carcass. The quiet ice is 
echoing screams of other pups nearby 
and the water runs red 

Everyone around me in the 
auditorium was wiping tears from 
their faces when the lights came back 
on and the film was over. We had all 
assembled to hear Susan Rainsford 
who spoke on campus last Tuesday 
about the work of the Greenpeace 
Organization 

Greenpeace is a foundation 
tunded entirely by donations, that 
goes about the business of saving 
creatures from extinction. They do 
this by means of non - violent con- 
frontation with those in the business

o ose creatures 
Greenpeace volunteers work on 
letting the world know what is 
happening to the “hunted” creatures 
by filming confrontations and then 


offering the film to media and lecture 


groups 

Rainsford had brought four films 
with her and the 2'4 hour lecture was 
comprised mainly of watching the 
foundation at work 

Greenpeace sent severa! volunteers 
last March to Belle Isle, a frozen land 
mass between Newfoundland and the 
coast of Labrador, in an attempt to 
halt the yearly slaughter of the seal 
pups 

Each year about 200,000 pups are 





Fisheries department of Canada 
passed an ordinance just prior to the 
hunt that no seal could be marked by 
any substance, no matter how safe 

The volunteers decided to go out to 
the hunt anyway and to stop as much 
of the slaughter as possible. They took 
camera and recording equipment in 
the hope that pubiie attention might 
help 

Two volunteers, Pau! Watson and 
Bob Hunter stood in front of a

born and for the first three weeks of 
life they are covered with a beautiful 
almost transparent white coat. It is 
this coat that costs about 4% of them 
their lives each year Norwegian com 
panies hire Canadian men to kill and 
skin the pups for approximately 
$2,000 a year for each man The 
Norwegians make around £& millioy 
on the venture. and the Canadian 
government another $2 million 

When Greenpeace landed at Belle 
Isle they were met with open hostility 
from the townspeop most of whor 
depend on the pup “hunt” for their 
wages. Estimates are, that ii the killing 
continues at the present rate there will! 
be no Harp seals left in five vears. but 
when the residents heard this fromthe 
Greenpeace volunteers they simply 
shrugged and said they had to live 
now 

Greenpeace had a plan to mark 
eacn pup with a green laboratory mar 
king paint. The pups shed their fur at 
three weeks and the paint would leave

Social services provided 
by gay congregation

The Metropolitan Community 
Church (MCC) has an altar for its ser 
vices, a piano for its hymns and 
members who come to worship 

So what's so unique about the 
MCC” 

Its congregation is mainly com 
prised of homosexuals 

Located at 2741 34th St... MCC is 
part of the University Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community Churches, 
which consists of 100 churches in five 
countes. The Sacramento church has 
heen operating for five years and has 
125 members 

The Rev. Freda Smith, pastor of 
MCC, said the church is unique 
because its members are from 
different denominations, and it is an 
outreach to the gay community 

Smith said homosexuals “can sin 
like anyone else,” but they also can be 
as scrupulous as any other person, and 
can have healthy relationships. She 
said the church preaches “the essence 
of Christianity: We are all one in Jesus 
Christ. *God looks on the heart.” she 
continued, “but humans look on the 
outward person.” 

MCC, said Smith, does not en- 
courage licentiousness among its 
members and has strong moral beliefs 

The church provides various social 


services like legal aid and counscling 
it aiso works with community 
organizations like the Aquanan Ff- 
tort, the Sacramento Medical Center 
Crisis Line, the Sacramento Women’s 
Center and the Gay Community Ser- 
vice Center 
The MCC 
Unions,” which are filed under com-

mon law marriage status with the Sac 
ramento County Clerk 

Smith, a CSUS psychology 
graduate and a homosexual herself, 
said 20 per cent of Sacramento MC( 
members are heterosexual, but she ex- 
pects that percentage to increase 
because of the church's liberalism 

“Religion,” Smith said, “often 
makes you want to put your life on the 
line to defend your principles, despite 
the consequences. | hose people who 
experience this will become members 
of this church.” 

The staff of the church is 80 per 
cent gay 

Smith said those who disagree with 
her stand on homosexuality have been 
“very gracious and loving,” not hos- 
tile 

“They do tei! me,” she said, “that 
!'m not preaching what the Bible says 
but I don't think they're preaching 
what the Bible says.” 

“I think time’s on our side.” she 
continued

The Calhforma State University 
Student Presidents Association (SPA) 
last Sunday voted to oppose proposals 
for a $10 “Instructionally Related Ac 
tivities” (IRA) fee 

The discussion over the IRA fee. 
proposed by the chancellor's office 
was the main topic at the monthly 
meeting of the SPA, which was held at 
CSUS last Saturday and Sunday 

\ draft proposal from the 
Chancellor's office called fora $10 per 
academic year. IRA fee to be assessed 
all students attending the California 
State Universities The IRA budget 
however would be prepared by the ad- 
ministration, based on the recommen 
dation of an IRA board consisting of 
administration, faculty and students 

The SPA took the position that the 
State has to provide the money for 
IRA programs, not the students 
Presently, the State funds part of the 
IRA program. ASI subsidizes IRA 
programs with an additional $90,000 
Dave Ferris. who opposed the IRA fee 
said. “ft 1s ludicrous that the university 
wants the IRA program paid by the 
students, through a tuition system.” 
Currently ASI funds some $90,000 per 
year in IRA programs Activities 
funded by the ASI include various 
Athletic programs. Music and art 
programs 

Other topics that were discussed at 
the meeting inciuded the SPA position 
on the Bakke case, the Equal Op- 
portunity Program (EOP). tenure

As Paul Watson carried off a pup 
he was approached by a uniformed 
Fisheries officer who informed him he 
was breaking a law. “Section 21B 
States that it is a Federal offense to 
remove a seal from one location to 
another,” the officer said Watson 
gave him an incredulous ‘ook and 
went on with his work, ignoring him 

Watson writes in the Greenpeace 
Chronicals “ We pass hundreds of 
slaughtered corpses, the skin stipped 
from their little bodies. The glazed 
unseeing ¢ves are hauntingly dis- 
turbing to us. In many places the 
bluish white of the snow and ice has al 
but disappeared under a coat of crim 
son We are greeted occasionally 
by a sad - eyed survivor The survivors 
whimper and attempt to bury their 
heads in the snow e 

In the days to follow Greenpeace 
would go out again only to have their 
helicopters seized by the Fisheries 
department who had again passed an 
ordinance against landing within a 
quarter mile of a seal The Norwegian

In the Bakke case, the SPA decided 
to consider Davis a schoo! where the 
Affirmative Action Program was iI! 
based and should not be seen as 
tvpical 

The SPA passed 4 motion by 
CSUS President Dave Ferris. which 
reaffirms the SPA’s commitment to 
the poheies of Affirmative Action 
programs when they are property ad 
ministrated according to the law 

The SPA supported the idea that 
EOP students should get money for 
their third and fourth years in school 
This would eliminate the “revolving 
door” principle, where students leave 
college after two years when their 
EOP funds are cut off 

The Statglegislature so far has not 
been unwilling to meet FOP 
demands, but Alien Post, iegislative 
analyst, has recently stated that he 
wants to see some statistics relative to 
the EOP program. He stated that the 
EOP people demanded more money 
without the ability to back up their 
demands with data 

The SPA further discussed the ad- 
ditional incomes that many faculty 
members have from making speeches 
and writing books This has become a 
subject of controversy, especially at 
UC. Berkeley where some facuity 
members were found to be CIA

Wagner told the committee that 
Nitle S$ of the California Education 
Code provides the legal floor for 
Bond's actions. Kelly replied that the 
legal role of the president is very 
broad. “He (Bond) can do what he 
wants.” 

The executive committee accepted 
the legal role of the president as a 
written objective, yet they felt it had 
no meaning. Metcalf told Wagner that 
Bend didn’t provide rationale for his 
decisions. “Bond is not aware of the 
programs on this campus,” he said 
Wagner replied) “Then perhaps he 
should warn them.” 


The Vice Chancellor said a way to 
improve relations here is to hire new 
administrators with clear lines of res- 
ponsibility, who work asa team. “lam 
concerned and the Chancellor is 
concerned with all problems on all the 
campuses. The vast amount of 
problems are here.

Wagner, herself a iormer college 
president at CSU - Sonoma has been 
the target of criticism from the facuity 
over her response to the Alumni Com- 
mission report on Bond. The report 
was critical of Bond’s relations with 
the faculty and called his ad- 
ministration “authoritarian” 
Wagner's response to the report con- 
cluded that it was not cognant and 
that both the allegations and counter 
allegations were not backed by factual 
evidence. She said she has not seen or 
asked to see the testimony behind the 
report, which the faculty say contains 
the basis for the report. Wagner fur- 
ther con: luded that the Alumni report 
was simply “a protest on Bond's style.” 

The faculty senate contends 
Wagner never read the report, which 
she denies. Informed sources told the 
Hornet Wagner confided to the senate 
that although Bond's actions as 
outlined in the report were jegal, they

Senate drops 


The ASI senate Tuesday appointed 
Joe Debbs as new director of Public 
Reiations for the Associated Students 
on the Campus Media Board He 
repiaces Randy Bell, whe resigned at 
the beginning of this semester 

Senate Chair Patt: Payne an- 
nounced that because of lower CSUS 
fail semester enrollment. two senate 
seats will be lost next semester Arts 
and Sciences and Undeclared will each 
lose one seat, leaving a total of 18 

The current senate budget deficit of 
$7.150 is not considered a major 
problem because of a $10,000 loan to 
campus veterans which can be 
recalled at any time. Also, talks are be- 
ing held with the management of the 
Sacramento Spirits soccer team to 
collect past due concession rights 

Executive Director Paul McAmis 
said the dorms’ contract with the com- 
pany which supplies the washers and 
dryers has expired. He suggested that 
ASI buy these and coliect all the 
revenue. The company that now 
provides these utilities earns ap- 
proximately $19,000 annually with the 
dorms receiving about $9,000 of that 
Under McAmis’ proposal, the univer- 
sity would receive all the money, with 
the dorms possibly receiving a percen- 
tage

of campus documents, records, or 
identification or knowingly furnishing 
false information to the campus. (c) 
Misrepresentation of oneself or an 
organization to be an agent of a cam- 
pus. (d) Obstruction or disruption, on 
or off campus property, of the campus 
educational process, administrative 
process, or other campus function. (e) 
Physical abuse on or off campus 
property, of the person or property of 
any member of the campus com- 
munity or of members of family or the 
threat of such physical abuse. (f) Theft 
of. or non - accidental damage to, 
campus property, or property in the 
possession of, or owned by, a member 
of the campus community. (g) 
Unauthorized entry into, 
unauthorized use of, or misuse of cam- 
Pus property. (h) On campus proper- 
ty, the sale or knowing possession of 
dangerous drugs, restricted dangerous 


drugs. or narcotics as those terms are

sing School students (overall) can be 
admitted before the “C” students. I'd 
like everyone reading this to reflect 
what a “C” means in our grading 
system. Yes, it means average, and 
what's wrong with an average science 
student? What tells our ad- 
ministration that an “A” physics or 
microbiology student will be an “A” 
nurse? 


This brings me to a point | feel Ms 
Handy didn’t fully acknowledge. That 
is the fact that CSUS is one of the few 
state colleges that offers a personal 
interview for all applicants that deter- 
mines: one - third of the acceptance 
score. Thusly, a student can pick up 
some points lost between a“C” and an 
“A” (a “C” equals two points and an 
“A” equals four points). 


However, |, in agreement with 
Regina, still believe there is too much 
emphasis over grades in these pre req. 
science courses. From the endless 
waiting lists to get into each of these 
courses, thru the 7:30 a.m. classes and 
all the way into finals there is the silent 
competition which is more desperate 


(but not necessarily infrequent) 
instances can lead to deceitful 
measures. I'm not speaking in radica! 
terms - I'm just presenting what I’ve 
seen in three years as a nursing major 


This letter may seem to contradict 
itself in that only one third of the 
acceptance score is grades. However, 
out of 60 possible points plus the 
cutoff last year being $0 points plus 
over 18 applications for 30 positions 
you can see how each point is im- 
portant, A difference of a “C” vs. an 
“A” in these five science courses 
knocks an applicant down 10 points 
plus regardless of their perfect inter- 
view or NLN_ score they are 
already at the cutoff point. + And 
for being average? ‘ing average? | 
know of average students who are go- 
ing to be wonderful and com- 
Passionate nurses. Doctors have fre- 
quently told me of the “computerized 
nurses” that are coming out of nursing 
school fresh with their high averages. 


It is possible to get into our nursing 
program with “C's” and I congratulate 
all the students now in the program 
But as you can sez, this can only be 
done with near perfect or perfect NLN 
and interview scores. Let's reduce this 


importance on grades
